183 books have been added 
by purchase, and the gifts to the two libraries have numbered 
53 volumes. 

The circulation has steadily increased, although less in the 
aggregate than last year because of the closing of the library for 
repairs in August. 

The total number of books circulated during the year was 
13,030, of the following classes: fiction, 6,339; non-fiction, 2,777; 
children’s books, 3,914. Below is given the number of books 
loaned from each class of non-fiction.

It has been said that a library is doing good work only as it 
is increasing the circulation of non-fiction books. This is a 
difficult thing to do excepting with the small boy, whose first 
demand is for books about Indians and wars. 

An encouraging feature has been the increase in work 
among the children and the marked improvement in their de- 
portment. This has come from no apparent cause.

For the third year books have been sent to South Wolfeboro 
for circulation among those who cannot come to the library. 
These have been much appreciated. 

In May, a large box of books was sent to the County Farm 
at Ossipee. 

There has been one exhibit of pictures during the year, for 
which the library is indebted to the Woman’s Club. 

In August the library was closed for repairs for the first time 
in its history. These and the changes made at the time are 
proving so satisfactory that we only wish it could have been done 
earlier. 

Last year we asked that someone start a Story-hour for the 
children. There were two volunteers for this work, but we could 
not carry out the plan because there was no separate room in the 
library where the children could gather. If the Newell collec- 
tion, for which the Brewster Trustees are to make arrangements 
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in the spring, is put in a room apart from the library, this place 
may also prove suitable to the needs of a Story-hour. 

Several times during the past year we have been asked to 
go to homes and select from books for which the owners had no 
special regard, such as could be used inthe library. In this way 
several books and selections of real worth have been found. We 
are always glad to be granted this privilege. 

The librarian enters upon the fifth year of her work with the 
feeling that while something has been accomplished the library 
has in no way reached its possibilities tor usefulness to this town 
and people. 

We. would extend thanks to the Trustees and to many 
friends for their encouragement and sympathy
